It la worth drawing your attention to the fact, that ae with aost hardware 
projects of this amplitude there la information that all of ua, including the 
screwdriver hackers like ayaelf, can turn to oar occasional advantage. Read and 
enjoy and learn: 

MAX IT BY 4 

by GERALD MCKEE 

What has 128X aeaory, high-rea graphics, sound, a white case, and four 
DOOaUt SIDED drives???. For the inforaation of the Ignorant aaongat you, it's a 
cuatoa coaputer by G MCKEE. 

I call it (fondly) the MAX IV by 4. 

The project waa long la the back of ay Bind. However, double sided half- 
height were not available at any price that would aake the project a reasonable 
undertaking, econoalcally speaking. Then caae the REMEX 2/3 height drives, and 
I hed to go. Aa with everything I have undertaken in the Radio Shack reela, I fell 
into several traps along the way. 

I began with a bare, 16K, cassette sod el 4. $399 plus tax. I bought the 
remaining parts (except the RAM ICa) f roa R/S parts In San Antonio. 

I wanted: 

RS-232C 

128K MEMORY 

Hi-Res Graphics 

Sound 

4 internal floppys 
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Tlda necessitated the purchase of: 

128K button (I aa strict about esthetics) 

16 IC chips, 64K type (Hitachi as I rem caber) 

Pro gram able Array Logic IC 

Sound adapter board and interconnect cable 

65 watt power supply 

R/S disk controller PC card 

Right and left R/S disk mounting brackets 

Right and left R/S disk shields 

Power cabling for P.S. to RS-23 2, to disk controller, and to disk 

drives 

Jus per cables for disk controller snd RS-232 to aain logic board 

connection 

Special 4 drive disk cable to controller card 

First problem. The case does not accoaodate 4 2/3 height drives without 
cutting. Sensibly, I wanted to keep the NEW Model 4 intact, in case I had to go 
back to Radio Shack for aoae catastrophic failure. I promptly evicted sensibility 
along with caution and coaaon sense. 

I cut out the sepsrator bar with a power saw then drilled new holes into 
the disk Bouncing towers sad shields. Next I knocked off the plastic extrusion 
thst had supported the upper drive. Finally I snapped off the extrusions still 
rea aiding inside the case (above the drive Location). Now I had four drives 
■ ounted tea porarlly in the towers. 

I was abruptly reminded that hackers must hack. When I tried to fit the 
result into the esse, I found thst the drive door could not be opened, and the 
case would not set down completely, because drive 3 was slightly too tall! I 
la medistely renssed drive 3 to drive Jones. The problems were cured by 
notching out the case to accomodate the drive door latch, and rounding off the 
outer front face of drive 3. 

The next mounting problem I faced waa that caused by the drive csble. It 
protrudes from the rear of the drives when attached, in such a manner aa to 
prevent the aountlong of the drives in their tower locations. Thst required 
cutting off some of the rear angle bracket of each (left a right) tower piece and 
shield, to permit proper cable connection. 

The Radio Shack disk controller is designed to allow only two drives to be 
addressed within the case enclosure. I Jumpered the drive 2 4 3 lines to the 
appropriate internal connector poaltlona. Next, I found the Internal drives were 
ens bled ONLY for drive Oil access, so I had to permanently disable external 
drives by tying the proper IC pin to +5 volts. 

The most disconcerting discovery I made was the discrepancy in the Radio 
Shack cable design. A loyal R/S person, I had followed their logic of pulling pins 
32 from all connectors, snd pins 10,12 snd 14 from drives not being addressed by 
those lines. BIG MISTAKE ! It bees me apparent that the reason I could not use the 
drives in double sided mode, wss that pin 32 was eissing! Pin 32 selects side or 
side 1, based upon whether it is carrying a high or low condition. The cure for 
that problem was to fabricate a totally new drive cable having all the pins in 
place, and address the drives accordingly. It was then that I discovered that I 
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had my REHEX drives addressed improperly. This I corrected by aovi/tg a couple 
of juapers. 

Finally I found Che REHEX permits Jua paring so that the drive Motors run 
only when that particular drive is addressed. Result, the quietest possible drive 
systea. Nothing quieter west of Cathay. 

Should you becoae obsessed with the idea of obtaining one of these "MAX 
IV by 4" aodels, I will be glad to accomodate you. I will accept recent mode! 
Rolls and Laa borginis as trsde Ins. (Ptooey on Hercedes Benz) 

O.K., so I exaggerate. Benvenuto Cellini, ay fellow artist wss also an 
exaggerator. I have soae $1733.00 and change Invested as you can see by the 
folio woing statistics;
